—PAVING THE STREETS OF DINGWALL.

: of fo much of the fum of 256,456 1. 3s. 2d. (being the balance 
inthe hands of Mr Powell as executor of the late Lord Ho'land) as 
may be affected by the decilion of certvin fuits depending in the Court 
of Chancery. he fum that may be fo afleéted, a-cording to Mr Pow- 
ell’s account, amounts to 73,1491. 10s. 7 d. 

The ftate of the proceedings in thefe fuits is fet forth in Mr Pow- 
ell’s information to be as follows :—The accounts of Mr Robert Paris 
Taylor, one of the Deputy Pay matters to Lord Holland, in Germany, 
during the late war, were examined in the office of the Auditors of 
the Impreft, where he is farcharged with the fum of 12,0521. 13s. 
tod, halfpenny, which furcharge he controverts. In the beginning 
of lait year, the executors of Lord Holland commenced two aétions in 
the Court of King’s Bench againft Mr ‘Taylor, and the exeentors and 
devifees of Peter Taylor, his father, who was his furety, to recover 
the fum of 28,185 L. gs.¢d three farthings, being the balance fuppo- 
fed to be due from him upon thefe accounts, in which fum the for- 
Charge is included. As the queflion in thefe csufes appears to be, 
whether Mr ‘laylor was indebted to the executors of Lord Holland in 
this fum, ur ay part ot it, the balance of public money in Mr Pow- 
ell’s hands might be encreafed, but could not be diminished, by the 
event of theie actions; and therefore Mr Powell does not intiit upon 
Fetaining any part of this balance to fecure him agaiatt fuch event ; 
but Mr Taylor, and the devifees of Peter ‘Taylor, foon after filed two 
bills in the Court of Chancery apainit the executors of Lord Holland, 
tuggefting errors, and praying that thefe accounts may be taken in 
that Court. ‘Thefe canies have not yet come toa hearing; but the 
Sound of Mr Powell’s claim to the detention of this fam of 73,149 |.

gainft the confequences of a poffible decifion upon this fum in Mr 
‘Taylor’s favour. 

Subjects under litigation in a court of fuftice thould not be examined 
elfewhere without an abfolute neceffity, and not even then but with 
great caution. This point coming thus iacidentally before us, in the 
progrefs of an enquiry within our province, we may, without impro- 
priety, venture to fay, that, in our opinion, the bare poffibility that 
Mr Taylor may, in the Court of Chancety, objeét to, and be difchar- 
ged of a fum he has charged himfeif with before the Auditors of the 
Impreft, and which he was bound by ‘his inftrudtions to charge himfelf 
with, as a profit tothe public, and to which, for aught that appears 
to us, he has never yet objeéted, but has, on the contrary, in part 
applied to the ufe of the public, is not a fufficient reafon for permit- 
ting the fum of 73,1491. tos. 7d. to continue in the hands of the 
executors of Lord Holland, until two fuitsin Chancery, not yet heard, 
praying an account may be taken of the receipt of 913,405 |.

Lady Greenwich, Lord North, Mr ‘Thomas Town (OB; Cotonet 


Cooke, ‘and Mr Molloy, do not cbjeét to the payment tite the Exche+ 
quer of their balancés ;-nor do Mr Fox and Mr Powell, as the refidue 
of Lord Holland’s balance, upon feverally receiving their quietus, or 
a fecurity equivalent thereto. ' 

Where accounts mult be pafled by the Auditors of the Impreft, the 
payments into the Exchequer, made by the accountants, before’ the 
final adjuftment, are payments upon account ouly 5 but thould theie 
accountants be direéted to pay ia their full balances, they will be en- 
titled to, and ought in juftice to receive, a fecurity and indemnifica- 
tion againft all claims and payments whatever, to which the balances 
were intheir hands fubjeQt; the fund poflefled by the Payméafter in of- 
fice being fubftituted in the place of thefe balances, to atifwer fuch fu- 
ture claims and demands, the accoaotant hinifelf will ftand liable only 
to the errors and omiffions that may be difcovered in the examination 
of his accounts, in the office appointed for auditing them: thould theve 
be errors, he may either pay the balance to, or receive it from, the 


Paymutter in office, according as it may bedetermined ; then, and not’ * 


before, he will be entirled to his quittus ; which being the formal of- 
ficial difcharge of every public aceountant, cannot but ‘be fubfequent 
to the complete examination, and the payment of the balance, if any; 
according to tle final adjuitment of his accounts. 

Having, therefore, not heard, either from the accountants them- 
felves, or from thofe who may be intevétted in our decifions, any rea- 
fons to alter otir opinion, we conceive that the balaned of public mo- 
ney now remaining in the hands of John Powell, Efq; as the only a&- 
jug execator of Lord Holland, and in the hands of Lady Greenwich, 
as adminittratrix to Mr Charles Vownthend, late Paymaitters of the 
Forces; and in the hands of Lord North, and of Mr Thomas Town- 
fhend, as late Paymafters of the Forces, cach jointly with Mr George 
Cooke, deceafed, ought to be paid into the Exchequer, to be applied 
to the public fervice ; and that fuch payments fould be without ‘pre- 
judice, and a proper fecurity and indemnification be given to each of 
them againft any lof or detriment that may accrue to them in conie- 
quence of fuch payment. 

During the courfe of this enquiry, two circumfances engaged our 
obfervation. 

Firlt, ‘he injury fuftained by the public from not having the ufe 
of the money remaining ip the hands of the Paymatters of the Forces 
after they quitted the. office. We. procured from the Pay Ojice ac- 
cannts of the palinhen-aad Care reecived and paid exec yest, by each 
of thefe Paymatters, fince they feverally went out Of offcer, A “com- 
putation of intereft, at 4 per’ cent. per annum, upon thefe balances 
every year, from fix months after they feverally religned the otfice, 
proves that the lofs by the money left in the hands of Lord Holland, 
amounts, at fimple intereit, to 248,374]. 13s. of Mr Charles Towo- 
fhend, to 24,247 1: 3s. of Lord-.North and Mr Cooke, to 13,7751. 
3s. of Mr Cooke and Mr Thomas Towalhend, to 341gl. 15s. ‘To- 
tal, 294,836). 14s. 

Such has been the lofs fuftataed by the public: Much does it be- 
hove them to guard againft the poflibility of the like evil for the fu- 
ture. If there exifts in Government no power to compel an account~ 
ant to difclofe his balance, and to deliver back to the public what their 
fervice does not require he thould detain, it is time fuch 3 p wer ‘was 
created. If it does exilt, the public good requires it fheuld be con- 
{tantly exerted, within a reafonable limited time after an accountant 
has quitted his office. 

Secondly, ‘The other cireumftance that claimed our attention is, the 
delay in paffing the accounts of the Paymatters of the Forces. 

The making up and patling thefe accounts is the contern of three 
different parties; the Paymafter, whofe accounts they are; the Pay 
Office where they are mace up; and the Auditors office. where they 
are palfed. ‘The firft ftep mutt be taken by the Pay Office ; there the 
accounts muft be-made up, and from thence feat with the vouchers to 
the Auditors office, before they can be examined. Near forty-fix mil- 
lions were iffued to Lord Hollaid ; his final account was not delivered 
into the Auditors office until feven years after his refignation. About 
two millions were iffued to Mr Charles Townthend; his final account 
was not delivered until eleven years after his refignation, Near two 
millions were iffued to Lord North and Mr Cooke; their final account 
was not delivered until twelve years after their refignation. . Five huns 
dved and feventy thoufand pounds were iffued to Mr Couke and’ Mr 


Thomas Townthend; their only accoust was not delivered until eleven 


years after their relignation, 
In the office of the Auditors of the Impreft, the cuftom of not paff- 
ing the accounts of a fucceffor, until the predeceffors are completed, 
is a caufe of delay. A difpute with a Deputy ttops Lord Holland’s ac- 
counts; but that can be no .eafon for delaying one moment the ac- 
counts of his fuceeflors; they depend not upon, nor are connected 
with, cach other. It is regular to examine and pafs accounts in order 
of time; but in the cafe of the Paymaiters accounts, convenience, 
both public aad private, will warrant adeviation from this rule. Every 
accountant has a material intere(t that his accounts thould be pafled 
with difpatch ; the quiet of himfelf, his faraily, and fortune. It is 
not unreafonable to prefume, that taking from an accountant his ba- 
lance, may be a means of expediting the pafling of his accounts; 
whilft-he holds a large {um in his hands, he may be lefs anxious to 
come to a final adjultment, lefs cager to procure a quietus, the condi- 

tion of which is the depriving himfelf of that balance. | 
We are proceeding to examine the fam in the hands of the Payma- 
fter-General of the Forces in office ; but finding; from the variety and 
extent of his transactions, it will require.a contiderable time before we 
can obtain the knowledge neceilary for formigg a repott, we judged it 
moft confonant to the fpirit aud intentlon of the aét that regulates our 
conduét, to fubmit, wirh all difpatch in our power, to the wifdom of 
the legidature, the econfideration of a fam of publid money.of tich 
magnitude as that now re:naining inthe poflefion of the Paymatters

Mr Don- 
nellan not knowing the circumtkance of Mr Powell having fent Sir Theo 
dofius any phyfie the preceding evening, afked her what phyfic’ the 
meant? who replied, fom: phyfic Mr Powell had fent him the after- 
noon before :—Upon this Mr Donnellan immediately went pp ftairs 
isto Sir Theodofius’s room, and Lady Boughton followed Kim. On his 
entering the room, he found Sir ‘Theodofius in the agonies of death, 
his eyes being fixt, his teeth fet, and foaming at his mouth. _ He look- 
ed upon the fad i{peétacle with horror and amazement for fome litéle 
time, and then Sir Theodofius went off; immediately upon which he 
turned round to Lady Bonghton, and in a tone of voice evident- 
ly marked his being affeéted at this melancholy event, afked her what 
the had been giving her fon, and where the bottle was which contained 
the phyfic ?. who theteupon pointed to a fmall phia! bottle then on the 
chimney-picce, and faid that was it; and then the began to tell Mr 
DonnelJan. the whole of what had happened, and faid, that when the 
poured ‘out the medicine the feft fome of’ the fediment at the bottom, 
which Sir Theodofius obferving, defired her to put fome of the medi- 
cine back again into the bottle and (hake it well, that he might have

bottle, and after rincing’ it well,’ poured ‘the fame out into’a {mall 
white bafon then on the table, and dipping his finger in it, tafted the 
fame feveral times, after which he told Lady Boughton, that he could 
not get fufficient off the fides to tafte exactly what the medicine waé, 
bot that what litelé he could tafte of it was, he thought, rather nau- 
feous +. ‘

tles on the chimney-piece, where were many phials, gallipots,. 8c, 
fome of which finelt very offenfively, and there being a clofe-itool in

much to Mr Donellan’s prejudice, aad is confidered asa ftrong part of 
his adverfaries cafe againft him. , 

As to the matter of rincing the bottle, the circumftance of Mr Donel- 
lan’s putting no more water thereia than a tea-fpoonful, plainly thews 
that his fole motive in doing it, was only to difcover, if he’ poffibly 
could, what it was that Sir Theodofius had taken; for ifhe had wifh-” 
ed thereby to have cleaned the bottle, a larger quantity of water 
would molt certainly have effected it better than fo fmalia quantity as 
a tea-fpoonful. ‘Phe fact was, that he knew a large. quaritity would 
drown what little of the medicine might remain on the fides ‘of the 
phial, if any, and that therefore the fmaller the quantity he’ put in, 
the more likely he would be to tafte what the medicine was. But the 
circumftance of the bottle being quite dry and clean, according to La- 
dy Boughton’s own confeffion, by her putting fome of the medicine 
back again, and {willing it all clean out before he took the fame into 
his hand, certainly puts his innocence, in the matter of rinciag the 
bottle, beyond a doubt ; for ifthe bottle was then clean and dry, there 
could be no occafion for wathing it. And befides, if he had been dif 
pofed to have done a thing of that kind, it is natural to imagine that 
he would have done it more ficretly, and not before Lady Boughton 
and Sarah Blundell. 

Allo, in, regard to the other matter ‘of defiring Sarah Blundell to 
take the clofe-ftool, and other things away, if he had had any defign 
by that means of having the bottle, the phyfic had been contained in, 
taken away, he would have thought f fome methidd for having the 
fame bottle totally deftroyed, by defiting her'to throw all the bottles: ; 
away, or elfe he would have watched where the took them to, imordeby 
to have known where to have found them to have deitroyed the fame 
himéfelf ; but, inftead of that, he left irto her to take them where the

Of thirty- 
one arches, of which it was compofed, there are only feven 
remaining : the large(t was 129 palms (ten yards) wide ; and 
another of the arches fupported an aquedu&t, wherein were u- 
nited the waters from the two neighbouring mountains, which 
Served to moiften and refrefh the fief of Arragon. 

The town of Catania, one of the largeft in Sicily, ftands on 
a bay at the mouth of the river Indicello; (but unfortunately 
for it) Mount Gibel is but 20 miles diftant, whereby the neigh- 
bourhood is greatly expofed to earthquakes. Catania was de- 
ftroyed in the year 1693.

the men of war, thinking they were Britifh, as they had hoift- 
ed Englith.colours; when one of the men of the men of war 
fired a broad-fide at the fertee, but without any effect. The 
fettee finding her miftake, tacked about, fet fail for a bay a- 
bout fix or feven miles diftant, which is called the Buffaras, 
and the men of war in chace of her, and firing at her the whole 
way, but did her nq damage. Governor Murray immediately 
ordered a party of 50 foldiers and officers, 26 marines, and 
30 failors, under the command of my father, to the Buffaras, 
to fupport the fettee, which they did, and got the’ mail fafe. 








What muft appear very extraordinary is, that the three men 


of war lay for two days off the beach agythe Buffaras, but ne- 
ver attempted to land.”

bond for ten times the value, that fuch flax, after being land- 
ed, fhall not be exported to any country in Europe, France 
excepted. 

Laft night, part of the Baltic fleet from England, under 
convoy of the Artois frigate, commanded by William-George 
Fairfax, Efq; arrived in Leith Roads. They were followed, 
this morning, by a great many more, and at prefent cut a molt 
refpétable figure. ‘They confift of near a hundred fail. Cap- 
tain Fairfax has wrore to the Lord Provoft, informing him, 
that as he means to proceed on his voyage with the firft fair 
wind, he expects that fach Scots veflels as wih to put them- 
{elves under his’ protection, would immediately join the fleet 
inthe Frith. It is fappofed the Berwick and Belle Poule will 
give them a convoy part of the way to Elfinore, and then re- 
turn again to the Road of Leith. 

The Hon. Commodore Keith Stewart arrived in town on 
Saturday evening. On Sunday, his broad pendant was hoilt- 
ed on board the Berwick. Yefterday, at one o’clock, he went 
aboard, when he was faluted by the crew manning the yards, 
and other ceremonies.

That we hear fo little of the convention that was to be held 
at Vienna, under the Mediation of Rufha, is no evidence at all 
that it is not going forward, The fcene of ation is at a great 
diftance from us, the work of negotiation is commonly flow in 
its progrefs, and the feveral fteps that are taken, are properly 
concealed from the public, till the bufinefs is brought to a con- 
clufion. Our not hearing, therefore, is rather a proof that the 
defign is not dropped ; for, were that the cafe, it would foon 
be known throughout all Europe. 

A letter from St Malo to a merchant of Dublin, dated ,oth 
March, fays, that the day after the departure of M. de Graffe 
from Brett, two gangs of (hipwrights, one from Rochfort, and 
the other from Toulon, had arrived there, and were inceffint- 
ly employed in ficting out a grand Channel-fleet, which is ap- 
pointed to fail the 25th of April, under the cammand of Count 
1D’ Eftaing, with an intention to alarm the coaft of England, as 
feven bomb-veflels were to fail with them, ‘Two regiments of 
infantry and a corps of artillery are appointed to ferve on board 
as marine troops. No other land-forces, fays the letter-writer, 
are under orders for embarkation, 

The celebrated Dr Johnfon, in his travels through Scotland, 
has either paid little attention, or been difpofed to take no no- 
tice of its beauties.

Had he 
travelled twenty miles weft of Edinburgh, his eyes would have 
been fatiated with the pleafant fight of many veterans, which 
have {tood for ages ; but alas! however beautiful or rare thefe 
may be, it is a fatal truth, they are numbered, and doomed to 
the ax.

OBSERVED, in your Mercury of Wednefday 4th cur- 

rent, a paper under the fignature of Juripicus, which 
drew my attention, as, from reading it, the author would 
feem to announce to the Public, that that valuable part of our 
con{titution, trial by Jury, is in imminent danger of being in- 
fringed, if not altogether overturned’; and this differtation, he 
fays, originates from the tial of one Brown for an alledged 
forgery, where the Jury found the libel not proven, and were 
reprimanded by thé Court for pocting fuch a verdi® ; that of 
this he doubted, but, upon enquiry, found it to be StriGly the 
cafe. Jurivicus then fets out to demont{trate to the world 
this very dark and important myflery in our criminal law, that 
Juries have an inherent power to deliver their opinions upon 
cafes laid before them, *according to their donjtiences, and to 
fay whether the perfon accufed ts guilty of the crime laid to his 
charge, or not; whether their opinions fhall be agreeable fo 
thofe of the Bench, or thofe in the gallery ; and this learned are 
gument is ably fupported by quotations from the Principles of 
Penal Law, Vaughan’s Reports, Black{ton’s Commentaries, , 
and other very refpeétable authorities, the perafal of which jis 
warmly recommended to every Juryman before goigg into Court, 
that he may deliver his opinion according to his confcience. 

I confefs I could not help being diverted with this folemn 
harangne, upon a matter fo obvious and clear to every the molt 
fhallow obferver; for, was it ever controverted, or doubted, 
that Jurymen have it in their power to judge according to their 
confciences, or, after being inclofed, to find what they think 
proper? Juasprcus might, therefore, with equal propriety, 
haye taken up our time with proving, that the City of Edin- 
burgh is locally firuated in the County of Mid-Lothian.— But, 
in point of fact, I heartily with this learned correfpondent_ of 
yours had informed himfelf better of the cafe alluded to, before 
afferting to the world, that the Court reprimanded or cenfured 
the Jury, or that they infringed the privileges of Juries in any 
refpe@t. Partly from the importance of this trial, and partly 
from curiofity, I wes prompted to attend it... Brown was ar- 
raigned for a daring dangerous forgery upon one of the Edin- 
burgh Banks. His indig&ment was found relevant, and remitted 
to the knowledge of an Inqueft. After along proof, they re- 
turned a verdét, finding, by a great majority of voices, (not 
that the libel wus wet proven) but, That that the brafs-plate, 
mentioned in the libel, was engraven by Brown, and that he 
was privy to the concealing the fame in a whin-bufh in the 
Muir of Falkirk ; but that it was not proven that he adhibited 
the fubfcriptions to, or iflued, any of the thrée, notes libelled on 
and produced. How foon this verdict was given in, the Lord 
Juftice Clerk informed the Gentlemen of the, Jury, that they 
were difinifed from that fervice.” Upon the verdi& being re- 
corded and read over in open Court, the Judges (as in eve 
cafe of a fpecial verdict) were called upow to deliver their 
opinions. ‘This they did, and unanimoufly agreed, that the 
{pecialties found by the Jury amounted to nothing criminal 
again(t the prifoner ; and therefore they afloilzied him fmpliciter, 
and difimiffed him from the bar. The Judges, in delivering 
their opinions, unanimoufly declared, that if they had been 
Jurymen they would have found very differently ; but that the 
Jury were right to find ‘as their confciences’ directed, which 
they had no doubt-done. Was this calling’ ap the Jury, either 
colle&tively or individually, and wpe, east for their 
verdi& ? Surely not. ‘The Judges did no mor€ than what they 
are entitled to do, and what every man is ettitled to do, and 


_ will do, upon this or any other cale. Meee ie is the 


ground for this clamour of the rights of Juries betty infringed ? 
I would therefore recommend to Jurtp1evs a little more con- 
fideration, and berter information; before hé fhall roufe* cur 
fears; and, if I may be permitted, I would humbly fuggeft to 
every Juryman, before he enters upon a long télal, in place of 
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z 


perufing Penal Law, Vaughan’s Reparts, ke. fo warmly re- 
commended, to poe himfelf with fome good healthy articles 
by way of refrefhment, (for really Jurymen are now but too 
fparingly attended to in the courfe of their fervices); to take hit 
line of judging from good plain common fenfe, without being 
too wife or too learned on the nature of evidence, and leave 
thefe learned authors to be perufed by the lawyers, who can 
get oat for meat and drink when they pleafe,—a privilege nt 
hitherto known to Jurymem
